INTRODUCTION 


The overall format of the Checklist is as follows: 


(1) Items are listed under the names of their respective 
designers, who appear on the Checklist in 
alphabetical order. Thereafter, items designed 
by more than one individual are placed under 
the heading “Collaborative Works”. Lastly, unat- 
tributed designs are found under the heading 
“Anonymous.” 


(2) The number and diversity of objects designed 
respectively by Josef Hoffmann, Berthold 
LOffler, Kolo (man) Moser, the School of Kolo 
(man) Moser, Dagobert Peche and Anonymous 
individuals required further subdivisions. Thus 
each of these designers’ works are listed 
under the headings, where applicable, of “Furni- 
ture,” “Metalwork,” “Ceramics,” “Glass,” 
“Works of Art on Paper,” “Textiles,” “Leather- 
work,” “Publications,” “Jewelry,” and 
“Miscellaneous.” 


(3) Within all of the above mentioned categories and 
subdivisions objects are listed by date in 
chronological order. 


The general structure of each Checklist item is as follows: 


) Title or type of object 

2) Manufacturer or printer, where applicable 
3) Signatures or inscriptions, where applicable 
4) Date or approximate date of the object 

5) Dimensions in inches 

(6) Dimensions in centimeters 

(7) Lender of the object (Credit line) 


All dimensions are listed in the following order: 


(1) Three dimensional objects: 
Height X Width x Depth 

(2) Two dimensional objects 
Length x Width 


(3) Clothing Apparel 
(Back) Length x Width 


All measurements are maximum dimensions of the respective 
objects.
